Its location J 
is approximately 381 miles north of the 
Alberta and State of Montana boundary 
line, 770 miles northeast of Vancouver \ 
and 800 miles west of Winnipeg.

Drive 27 miles east of Edmonton 
on highway 16 to the largest 
fenced game sanctuary in Canada 
See herds of buffalo, moose, and 
elk at close range. Swim at Sandy 
Beach, play golf, take pictures or 
rent a boat on Astotin Lake 
Stay a day or a week-theres a 
trailer camp and good cabin ac¬ 
commodation. 



EDMONTON AIRPORT 

As a world air centre, the Edmonton 
Municipal Airport provides superb 
equipment and facilities for four 
major airlines, eight or more charter 
trip companies, executive aircraft of 
many of the large oil companies, 
the USAAF and the RCAF Volume 
of traffic has been checked at 
10,000 aircraft movements per 
month.

In addition to 
fur and a large scale fisheries industry, the 
mineral production of this 
vastarea includes uranium, 
gold, silver, copper, cobalt, 
nickel, iron, lead, zinc, tin, 
radium and tungsten. 

ALASKA 
HIGHWAY 

The trip of a lifetime! Dawson Creek, 
475 miles from Edmonton, is Mile Zero 
of the Highway. From there, a thirty-six 
foot wide gravel road stretches north 
and west to Fairbanks, 1523 miles; and 
to Anchorage, 1603 miles. Information 
on necessities for the trip may be ob¬ 
tained from the Tourist Information and 
Accommodation Bureau, Provincial Build¬ 
ing, or the Alberta Motor Association, one 
block east of the Edmonton Post Office. 












FISHING 


Bring your fishing tackle! Lakes and rivers 
in the Edmonton area provide sport fish¬ 
ing for Pickerel, Perch and Pike. Cold 
Lake, to the northeast, yields giant Lake 
Trout that often exceed 2 5 pounds. 
West of Edmonton, there's a fisherman's 
paradise for Rainbow and Dolly Varden 
Trout in the countless fast-water streams 
that flow down through the 
foothills of the Rockies. 


HUNTING 


Edmonton is headquarters and 
outfitting centre for hunting 
parties ranging into the great game terri¬ 
tories to the north and west. Throughout 
these regions deer, moose, elk, mountain 
goat and sheep, bear and game birds pro¬ 
vide excellent hunting in season. Get in¬ 
formation on licenses and open seasons 
from the Tourist Information and Accom¬ 
modation Bureau in the Provincial Build¬ 
ing, Edmonton. 















Blue skies, clear dry air and year round sunshine 
make Edmonton a delightful place to live or visit. 
Summer temperatures seldom exceed 90 degrees 
Nights are always cool and pleasant Winter climate 
is dry and invigorating, with light winds and an average 
snow fall from seven to fourteen inches Extremely 
cold spells seldom last more than a few days and 
are often relieved by warm breezes from across the 
Rocky Mountains Winter and summer, Edmonton s 
climate is noted for brilliant sunshine

and curling rinks are located in all parts of the city 
Practically every neighborhood has its own junior 
hockey team and big league games are regular weekly 
features throughout the winter At Jasper, half a day s 
travelling west of Edmonton, is one of Alberta s great 
ski playgrounds—equal to the finest in the world—with 
slalom courses, jumping, cross-country trails and down¬ 
hill slopes that run for miles

AND SHRINE 


ST. ALBERT 
MISSION 


One-half block from the 
city centre (101st Street 
and Jasper Avenue), 
George McDougalls "little 
church by the river was 
the first building to be 
built outside the protect¬ 
ing pallisades of Fort Ed¬ 
monton Restored and 
preserved, it stands today 
as a memorial to Edmon¬ 
ton's founders 


At St. Albert, a twen¬ 
ty minute drive north 
and west of the city, 
stands the original log 
church built by Father 
Albert Lacombe in 
1862 Interior of the 
building, now used as 

the mission museum, is of hand-hewn logs while the 
outside has been sheathed in brick for preservation 



THE MOUNTIES 

Symbol of law and order since earliest times in the 
Canadian West is the scarlet-coated Mountie Today, 
detachments of Royal Canadian Mounted Police are 
located at key points throughout the province The 
famous scarlet tunic, reserved now for ceremonial oc¬ 
casions, has been replaced by a dark brown service 
uniform; and, except for parades, the Mountie s horse 
has given way to automobiles, speedboats and aircraft 
In addition to police duties, the R CM P perform many 
services for tourists Wherever you are in Alberta, 
feel free to ask a Mountie for information on roads, 
game regulations or special permits for firearms

holiday information The Bureau is located at the 
centre of the downtown area, one block west of the 
Post Office and is open daily, except Sunday, from 
9 a m. to 10 p m

and National Parks. The capable Bureau staff is 
always happy to assist with up-to-the-minute infor¬ 
mation and route planning.
